1. PANS A (ACTING SYG) AT MARCH 15 NAC INTRODUCED DUTCH PROPOSAL 
(REFTEL) FOR NAC MEETING ON CSCE ON APRIL 22 WITH REPRESENTATIVES 
FROM GENEVA. DE STAERCKE (BELGIUM) ASKED IF ATTENDANCE OF GENEVA 
REPRESENTATIVES WOULD BE OPTIONAL, AND PANS A CONFIRMED THIS. 

2. DE ROSE (FRANCE) RESTATED FRENCH MISGIVINGS ON FURTHER HIGH 
LEVEL DISCUSSIONS ON CSCE AT NATO, WHICH WOULD NOT SERVE THE REAL 
INTERESTS OF THE ALLIES AND WOULD COMPLICATE ALLIED RELATIONS WITH 
THE NEUTRALS AT GENEVA. CATALANO (ITALY) SAID HIS COUNTRY'S 
POSITION WAS IDENTICAL TO THAT OF FRANCE. BUSCH (NORWAY) 

EXPRESSED "HESITATION ON SUCH A MEETING. 
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3. KRAPF (GERMANY), MENZIES (CANADA) AND TULUMEN (TURKEY) WERE 
HOWEVER IN FAVOR OF SUCH A MEETING AND SAID THE CHIEFS OF THEIR 
GENEVA DELEGATIONS WOULD ATTEND. 
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4. PANSA STATED THAT IN LIGHT OF THIS DISCUSSION, NAC MEETING 
APRIL 22 WOULD HAVE CSCE ON AGENDA, AND REPRESENTATIVES FROM
